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Lay ministry program for 
Hispanics is church ‘model

A trail blazing lay ministry program for 
the Spanish-speaking of this diocese is 
fast becoming a model for other areas. As 
there is a shortage of priests to tend to the 
needs of the Hispanic communities, lay 
ministers are being trained to help. 


In a program now into its second year 
more than 200 men and women are 
attending weekly classes in such subjects 
as scripture, doctrine, psychology, socio- 
logy, communications and. anthropology. 


“THE OBJECTIVE is to produce leaders 


in the Hispanic community who are to - 


minister in the spiritual and corporal 
works of mercy,” is the succinct explan- 
ation given by Sister Sara Murrieta, 
director of the. diocesan Padre Hidalgo 
Center, one of several used for the classes. 


“We hope to provide the Spanish- 
speaking people with Christian ministers 
in the truest sense,” she said. “We just 
don't have it in numbers in the priesthood 
or religious, sothe laity have to take up this 
responsibility.” 


It was two years ago that auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert Chavez, executive director 
of the Mexican American Commission of 
the diocese, launched the program after 
consultation with his pastoral team of 
advisers. 


FOLLOWING the announcement 
in March, 1976, the program began firstin 
the Imperial Vailey in the fall of that year 
and in February of 1977 started in San 
Diego county at Escondido, Santee, El 
Cajon, San Ysidro and the Padre Hidalgo

Center. In the valley it also got under way 
at Coachella. 


Later the schools of ministry—escuelas 
de ministerios—moved forward in the 
north, with teaching centers at Corona, 
San Bernardino, and Colton. 


Those who enter the school have to 
make a commitment to two years of study 
at a weekly class of two hours in the city 
areas or a whole'six-hour Saturday session 
once a month in the rural centers. Ages of 
candidates range from the 20s to the 60s. 


THEY TAKE one subject at a time and, 
with just a month off in summer. and.a 
short break at Easter and Christmas, move 
through the curriculum. Later in the 
program they specialize in an area to 
which they are most suited, according to 
Sister Murrieta. 

Father Gustavo Benson, secretary to 
Bishop Chavez in San Bernardino, said the 
lay ministers will serve in such areas as 
social justice (social issues such as 
protests, strikes and boycotts), religious 
education, communication to media, 
ministers of liturgy, ministering to the sick 
and aged, youth ministry and ministry to 
married couples. 

“The lay ministers will not be concerned 
simply with the religious sphere,” said 
Father Benson, “but will be Christian 
ministers in the broad sense of service, 
ministering to the whole person—spirit- 
ual, social, economic.-and political.” 


FATHER BENSON explains that “Jesus 
was not a priest in the sense of a temple 
priest but ministered to the needs of the 
people in general. The schools of ministry 
are a continuation of the teachings of 
Vatican Il—to interpret the church and 


Bell says tax 


credits would be unconstitutional 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Attorney General 
Griffin B. Bell has re-opened a legal 
Pandora’s box by releasing an opinion that 
tuition tax credits for non-public school 
tuition would be unconstitutional. 


The opinion, requested by Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare Joseph 
Califano Jr., was released March 18, two 
days before the House considered the 
administration’s alternative to tuition tax 
credits that would increase existing 
college loan, grant and work study 
programs by $1.5 billion. 


THE ADMINISTRATION'S bill was to be 
brought to the floor under a suspension of 
the rules in order to head-off a move by tax 
credit supporters to.attach their bill to the 
administration’s. 

The Senate Finance Committee in 
February approved a tax credit bill 
covering public and non-public elemen- 
tary and. secondary schools as well as 
colleges and universities. An identical bill 
is -bottled-up in the: House Ways and 
Means Committee, which held five days of 
hearings on it in February. 


The release of Bell’s statement prompt- 
ed congressional supporters of tuition tax 
credits to charge that the attorney general 
was serving the political purposes of the 
White House in the fight over education 
aid. 
‘ THE OPINION was based upon past U.S. 

~Supreme Court rulings on aid to non- 
public schools, particularly the 1973 
decision in Committee for Public Educa- 
tion v. Nyquist. : 


That decision invalidated a New York 
plan providing reimbursements for low 
income parents paying tuition to non- 
public elementary and secondary schools 


and tax deductions for middle income 
tuition-paying parents. The court ruled 
that the plan had “the impermissible 
effect of advancing religion,” in violation of 
the First Amendment. 


“In light of existing Supreme Court 
precedents, it is my opinion that tax 
programs of the sort contemplated here 
would be held unconstitutional insofar as 
they would provide aid at the elementary 
and secondary school levels,” Bell said in 
a letter to Califano, an opponent of tuition 
tax credits. 


“HOWEVER,” Bell added, “I am of the 
opinion that similiar aid at the college level 
would be constitutional.” 


Sen. William Roth (R-Del.) charged that 
Bell’s statement was politically motivated, 
saying the attorney general “is entitled to 
his opinion even if it serves the political 
purposes of Carter, Califano and com- 
pany.” Roth is co-sponsor of a tuition tax 
credit. bill authored by Senators Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan (D-N.Y) and Robert 
Packwood (R-Ore.). 


Moynihan, responding to the Bell 
opinion, said that the Supreme Court was 
wrong in the Nyquist case. He said 
Congress should enact and the president 
should sign his tuition tax credit bill to give 
the court a chance to reconsider the issue. 


Bishop Thomas C. Kelly, general secre- 
tary of the U.S. Catholic Conference-said,” 
The attorney general’s opinion is neither 
binding nor universally shared. Many legal 
authorities hold that tax credits for tuition 
at all levels of education are constitutional 
and have so testified in the congressional 
hearings. Mr. Bell’s voice is only one 
among many and no more persuasive 
than any other.”

teachings of Christ according to the 
times.” 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, whose support has 
helped to make the program known to 
other dioceses, comments that “ministry 
belongs to all believers. Every Catholic 
should be involved in some ministry. They 
should perceive ministry as a good act, a 
service which makes God's love present to 
the world.” 


Regional attention has been paid to the 
schools of ministry by the bishops of the 
Western United States. A special pre- 
sentation was made to them at a recent 
meeting and several sought details for 
application in their own diocese. 


“IT 1S PRETTY original as a model,” 
said Sister Murrieta. “In Latin América the 
idea of getting-people to help themselves 


‘springs from a similar need, but our 


schools of ministry in the United States 
are original.” ; 


She stresses that it calls on the 
cooperation of pastors, who will accept the 
lay ministers into parish work and 
encourage Hispanic parishioners to seek 
their help. 


“It is very important that those in the 
program start relating in their home 
parishes with their pastors,” she said. 
“They have to be recognized by their 
communities as leaders. 


“THEY MUST get to knowthe people and - 


the people must get to know them. They 
must be able to help in everything from an 
immigration problem to a welfare appli- 
cation, from a sacramental question to a 
family problem. : 


“They become, in essence, a church 
related community leader,” she added. 


Though almost all of the instructions in 
the southern part of the diocese are in 
Spanish, in the north some are in English 
and Spanish. For the most part, the lay 
ministers wil be dealing with people whose 
knowledge of English is nil or minimal, 
according to Sister Murrieta. 


Pope too ill 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul Vi 
is not participating tn traditional papal 
Holy Week services in Rome on the. 
advice of his doctors. 


For about a week the 80-year-old 
Pontiff has been in bed with influenza. 
He cancelled all public and private 
audiences from March 13 and did not 
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.Here Father Luis Bernal conducts one 
of the classes at Padre Hidalgo Center 
in San Diego.

Among the students presently under- 
going training are Robert Martinez of San- 
tee, chairman of the commission for the 
Spanish-speaking of the diocese, and 
Martha A. Luna, 22, of San Bernardino. 


“| FEEL CALLED by God to be a lay 
minister,” said Luna. “I felta calling during 
a retreat in 1974, which made me aware of 
things | could do to help the parish and 
young people.” 


-Those instructing in the program try to 
make it clear that the level of instruction is 
fairly basic. Though the subjects have 
university level name tags, “it is of some 
concern that we don’t sound as if we are 
giving university level education,” said 
Sister Murrieta. 


She cites, as an example, anthropology, 
where the instruction is “necessary for a 
greater understanding by the students of 
themselves as a people.” The pace of 
instruction, she explains, “has to be at the 
pace of the people.” 


SOME STUDENTS have required basic 
instruction in reading before they could be 
incorporated into the main program, she 
added. 


Though no formal commissioning 
ceremonies have been planned for the 
first graduates later this year, the organ- 
izers feel that some mark of graduation 
will be made. 


This model school of ministry is in no 
way competing with such diocesan 
programs as the permanent diaconate, 
but could, perhaps lead to some entering 
that formation program subsequently. 


MEANWHILE it appears to bear out 
Bishop Maher’s recent statement on 
ministry when speaking of this program: 


“Ministry is as all-embracing as love 
itself. Ministry brings the full talents of the 
human Christian person to the service of 
building the world community.” _~

The light of Christ may shine brighter in 
some churches during the Holy Saturday 
Easter Vigil, not because of “divine” 
preference, but through the variation in 
service times.

The tuition tax credit issue is “a question 
of economic justice for the ee and 
middle class. 


“IT IS ALSO a Gueston of continued 
religious persecution against those par- 
ents who want the freedom of choice of 
having: their children get some moral 
training along-with academic excellence.” 


In answer to a question, “Don’t they get 
this moral- training at home2’, Conlan 
replied, “They are in school close to 40 
hours a week. That’s more than they are at 
home.” 


Although optimistic a the chances 
of the two current bills in the Senate and 
House on tuition tax credits, Conlan said 
the public needs to write and call their 
local congressmen immediately urging 
their support. 


CONLAN TOLD SC there are more than 
50 sponsors of tuition tax credits in the 
Senate and more than 100 in the House. 


The Senate Finance Committee passed 
a modified version of the Packwood- 
Moynihan bill that would allow taxpayers a 
maximum $250 credit for tuition paid to 
accredited colleges and universities, 
effective August 1, 1978. 


On Aug. 1, 1980 the maximum credit 
would rise to $500 per student for tuition 
paid to all levels of education, public and 
nonpublic. 


THE ORIGINAL version of the bill 
would have allowed a tax credit up to $500 


’ to families for each student in all levels of - 


education, public and nonpublic, to take 
effect Jan. 1, 1980.

The Frenzel-Burke bill, the companion 
measure in the House of the Packwood- 
Moynihan bill, is still being considered by 
the House Ways and Means Committee 


where 22 of the 38-members reportedly _ 


have indicated support. 


“President Carter will not veto the 
measure,” Conlan said. “He's already 
made a campaign promise. He is also 
aware of HEW’s broad public demand for 
some relief’ for the middle class in the 


rising cost of education, although “the © 


type of relief has not been articulated to a 
high degree.” 


“SOME THINK there is more govern- 
ment control in loans and grants,” Conlan 
said. “Tuition tax credits will help poor and 
middle class parents who want a better 
education for their children,” he added. 


The administration opposes tuition tax 
credits as financially wasteful, claiming 


that they provide funds to people who do 


not really need them. 
In an attempt to head off congressional 


-action on tuition tax credits, the admin- 


istration proposed a $1.5 billion increase 
in college loan, grant and work study 
programs targeted to middle-income 
families who are now largely eligible for 
federal education aid. 


TAX CREDIT opponents claim that the 
Packwood-Moynihan bill is unconstitu- 
tional because it gives a tax break to the 
parents of children in nonpublic schools, 
75 percent of whom are Catholic. 


But Conlan says tuition tax credits are 
constitutional. “None of this money goes 
to an institution. It’s just like a normal 
deduction” on the income tax form. 


He said the credit would be deducted 
from the bottom line of the tax form, which 
shows the actual tax liability. 


CONLAN described himself as a “lay- 
man who is Christian and who doesn't 
think Christians have to be second-class 
citizens. 


“We have a right to let our views be 
known and to campaign” for issues and 
candidates, he added. 


He said non-Christian people also want 
excellence for their children. Some of the 
more articulate proponents of tuition tax 
credits come from business and edu- 
cational leaders, Conlan added. 


“God gave children to parents, not the 
government,” Conlan said. ‘‘Parents 
should have the freedom of choice to 
decide what educational system is best for 
their children.”

It’s the vigil of awhole new year 


There’s no singing of Auld Lang Syne and no Guy 
Lombardo band to play it in. But holy church has a 
way of announcing our Christian new year which far 
surpasses anything the secular world can offer by 


way of celebration. The Easter Vigil service of Holy © 


Saturday is undoubtedly the peak of the liturgical 
year, as it brings that awesome moment when the 
light of Christ “re-enters” our lives, visibly, vividly 


and dramatically. 


Those who have not yet participated in a well 
planned Easter Vigil service have missed some- 
thing, and it is not too late to plan to attend one this 
Saturday. Most parishes have the vigil at a time 
when families can attend. But early evening or 
midnight, it is well worth making the effort. The 
dying and rising of Christ is commemorated in 
powerful visual symbolism of victory. over dark- 
ness. His glowing presence moves into the world 
again as light fills the shadowed church. 


The smell of burning candles, or the lingering 
odor of the wood fire from which the large paschal 
candle is lit are part of the human need for reality in 
liturgy. And the “Exultet,” chanted by the light of the 
Christ candle—“This is the night..”—which sets the 
church's prayerful liturgy in motion again, leads us 
into prophecies and readings and prayers, linking 
Christians and Jews through countless gener- 
ations. 


The light, the water, the sense of anticipation and 
promise. It's well worth making an effort this 
Saturday.

duties”.as in the past—the mandatory reception of — 


communion at least once a year, around Easter 
time. It is still a law of the church, however, and in

from Ash Wednesday to Trinity Sunday. 


Linked with reception of communion is, of 
course, the sacrament of penance which is 
necessary incase of serious sin, oreven merely as a

~ During the early: centuries of the church. ity was 
aie common for people to have their confessions 


heard by monks or laymen. Deacons and certain . 


laymen were sometimes acknowledged to have this 
function, even to give absolution for sin, though 
persons with serious sins had to confess them to 
the bishop for public penance. 


Whether this was what we now call the sacrament 
of penance may be debated by theologians 
because the present sacrament developed after 
about the 13th century. The Council of Trent 
eventually laid down that confession had to be 
made to a priest or bishop to fulfill the require- 
ments of the sacrament. 


Taxing time again 


Easter this year comes when most people are - 


thinking of tax returns, due within a few weeks from 
now. It is worth remembering that you are able to 
claim: a tax deduction for the use of a car for 


charitable work, according to H & R Block. Ifyoudo. » 


a lot of running around in your car for the parish or 
for other charitable organization, a deduction of 
seven cents a mile is allowed. That deduction also 
applies whenever the taxpayer uses his car for 
medical, dental and hospital transportation. 


For those taxpayers who use their car for 
business, educational pursuits or transporting 
between jobs, the deduction may be made at arate 
of 17 cents a mile for the first 15,000 miles and 10 
cents thereafter. 


As a matter of pro-life interest, two recently - 


approved deductions under medical expenses in- 
clude the cost of vasectomies and legal abortion, 
even though these were not done to improve the 
health of the person or as part of medical treatment 
for illness. 


-What advertisers want? 


The Southern Cross is not exactly bursting with 
advertising, as you will notice. In fact a major 
problem for all Catholic newspapers in recent years 
has been the steady drop in advertising lost partly 
to television and to a general shrinkage in available 
revenue tothe print media. However, perhaps there 
is something else. According to the general 
manager of the Los Angeles Free Press, Andrew 
Jaffe, it’s sex that draws advertisers. 


In announcing the closing of the Free Press, as 
new owner Larry (Hustler) Flynt lay seriously ill 
from bullet wounds, Jaffe said the Free Press was 
floundering because it had been shorn of its sex. 
“It just wasn’t working,” he said. “We took the sex 
out-of the paper, and we lost a lot of advertising

He 
eventually built an encyclopedic knowledge of 
history, which gave his comments on church affairs 
a rare depth of background. | visited him about 15 
years ago in his Tablet office and was startled by the 
apparent chaos. Stacks of papers were piled in 
every availablespace. But Douglas Woodruff knew 
where to look for his references, when needed.

living handtofeet 


We were talking...about the remark- 


able event of Holy Thursday when: 


Jesus knelt before his friends and 
washed their feet, one after another. 


| suppose most of us have found ita 
little puzzling that he should have felt 
it necessary to do such a thing. Ah, 
but, we explain to each other, that was 
to show his humility, and every year 
the priests—although not the peo- 
ple—reenact his action in the Holy 
Week liturgy. 


BUT WAS IT only his humility and | 


that of the priestly caste that he 
sought to demonstrate, or did his 
action have meaning of a personal 
depth for all of us? | wonder if the 
people, too, should not be invited to 
wash each other’s feet—enemies as 
well as friends? 


There are so many of us who have 
never knelt before a fellow human 
being, far less touch and clean his 
naked feet. If we have, it has usually 
been in circumstances where the 
other was in some way incapa- 
citated: 

Normally, if asked to do so, we 
would probably be embarrassed and 
reluctant to respond. Possibly we 


would resist and even feel outraged. It 


is one thing to go on one’s knees in 
prayer before a God who does not 
threaten nor rival our delicate egos, 
quite another to perform such a 
menial act before another person for 
“no good reason.” 


IT 1S A GESTURE that comes hardly 
to us. Tyrants have recognized the 
fact since time immemorial which is 
why they have demanded homage on 
“bended knee” from their underlings. 
Nothing so adequately indicated the 
powerlessness and subjugation of 
their subjects. 


Kneeling, with the head held in a 
normal position, one’s: vision is 
directed towards the feet of the other. 
It is impossible to face him squarely, 


on the same level, unless he is - 


kneeling as well. We aredown withthe 
lowest part of the body, those mem- 
bers which cannot avoid contact with 
the dust and dirt, which are designed 
to stand flatly upon the earth. 


It is a humiliating position—as 


_ though “our humanity were being 


denied and we were relegated to the 
role of animals. To assume it willingly 
and reverently is a triumph of devo- 
tion and selflessness over pride. 


- IN AFRICA, the bare feet of the 


common person grow hard and 
calloused from exposure to the dry, 
stony earth, the skin often splitting 
painfully. The people wash and oil 
their bodies until they are smooth and 
gleaming, but immediately the feet 
become soiled once more. 


It must have been like that for the 
apostles, who wore only open sandals 


in the hot, dry, rocky land of the ~ 


desert. When Jesus looked on their 
feet and took them in his hands, he 
seemed to see a relation between 


- their condition and that of the human 
_soul. Although periodically cleansed, 
_ itreturns again and again to the things 


of the world and is once more 
besmirched. 


“If | do not wash you, you can have 
nothing in common with me.” Theolo- 
gically speaking, there are many 
ecclesial implications to Jesus’ words, 
but from a personal, human view- 
point, the act and the manner in which 
it was performed would have resulted 
in a subtle but strong binding of the 
two. The humbleness and the love 


_ could not remain onesided. 


IT TAKES humility to-allow some- 
one, particularly if you love and 
respect him, to look on your un- 


cleanness and cleanse it. It takes love 
to let it happen and love to do it well. 
And the love and humbleness shared 
can bring those persons into profound 


unity. 


It is as though the gentle foot- 
washer is saying, “Marked, tainted 
by the world, you are still so beloved 


“that even the lowest of you are 


infinitely precious and cherished by 
me.” 


Jesus knew, when he said “Copy 
what | have done” that much more 


would bé communicated in that - 


simple act than in any abstract 
theologizing. Abandoning ourselves 
to his generosity, we are asked only to 
extend that generosity to others. 


Perhaps the liturgists will allow us 


one day to perform as well as receive 


the ceremony of foot washing in Holy _ 


Week. Jn the meanwhile, we need not 
feel deprived. 


We may approach each other in the 
spirit of the Holy Thursday Jesus and 


see, not a challenging, diminishing _ 


threat in the other, but soiled and 
wounded feet awaiting our tenderness 
and compassionate care—our heal’ 
ing, unifying love.

Neighborhoods important 
to full human existence

In American political theory, much atten- 
tion is paid to the two extremes: the state and 
the individual. But as for the institutions that 
mediate between the individual and the state, 
there is a strange and damaging silence. No 
concept in political programming has been 
more neglected than that of “mediating 
institutions.” ‘ 


It is wrong to think that “society” is 
composed only of politics and the state. On 


the contrary, mere politics and centralized . 


state action left to themselves are invariably 
dehumanizing. The communal side of human 
existence is realized in multiple institutions. 


“SOCIETY” IS a complex net of smaller 
institutions. But other social institutions also 
spring from the inventiveness and the 
neediness of human beings: neighborhoods, 
unions, voluntary associations of all sorts, 
school systems, cultural organizations, 
corporations, clubs, committees, etc. 


Among these, neighborhoods (like parish- 
es) play a special role. Under modern 
conditions, most of us work far from our 
homes. For this reason, perhaps, we have 
neglected the hidden but continuing impor- 
tance of neighborhoods to a full and satisfying 
human existence. 


Although many of our satisfactions come 
at the place of work, still, those whose homes 


are near our own play a disproportionate 


_- share in creating the actual texture of our 
daily lives. If. the neighborhood stores, | 


churches, schools, parks and other amenities 
are particularly good, our lives seem 
especially blessed. 


IF OUR neighbors are friendly, helpful, 
and: reliable, we gain countless humble 
benefits. The presence of a bakery—with 
fresh bread and other specialties—may all by 
itself seem to raise our standard of living by 10 
percent. 


A good cheese shop, a wine store, a 
newsstand, a library—how much small 
institutions add to the satisfactions of daily 
life. A supply of good babysitters and lawn 
cutters, and perhaps of handymen, painters, 
carpenters and the like, may be worth 
thousands of dollars in pleasure and security. 


On the contrary, when a neighborhood 
begins to “deteriorate,” how unpleasant life 
becomes. Surliness and hostility greet us in 
the street. Muggings and robberies raise the 
level, if not of fear, then of silent disgust. The 
closing of the bakery, or the cheese shop, or 
the specialty store reduces us, once again, to 
Wonder Bread and Velveeta. ~ ‘ 


THE LACK of neighbors who care for 
their homes, the disappearance of. imag- 
ination and intelligence and pride, the 
disintegration of quiet peace and trust teach 
us—perhaps for the first time—how power- 


Good works must be > 


combined with spirituality

The combination of a new spiritual 
emphasis with the emergence of a new form 
of social need created the involvement of the 
church in social concern. The new spirituality 
called for good works. The population 
explosion of the urban poor in the 17th and 
18th centuries summoned the church to 
social concerns. 


Reformation Protestants had stressed 


justification (or salvation) by faith alone. 


Counter-Reformation Catholics upheld 
justification in terms of good works. 


TRENT’S DECREE on justification moti- 
vated Catholics to think of spiritual growth as 
a matter of intense personal activity. Thus the 
spiritually alive Catholic would combine a 
striving for self-control and virtue with a 
passion for the good works of mercy and 
charity. 


Trent balanced this with undeviating 
attention to the grace of God. Despite the 
flurry of good works, meditations and 
asceticism by Christians, God, in a sense, did 
it all, Hence the church called Catholics to a 
firm sacramental life, especially one centered 
in the Eucharist. 


The Catholic laity began to receive 
Communion once a week and confess their 
sins frequently—unlike the once a year 
practice of medieval Catholics. Bishops and 
priests began: to celebrate mass daily. 


EUCHARISTIC PIETY made strong de- 
mands in terms of self-discipline, self-control 
and regularity in prayer. Moreover, it was 
immensely practical inasmuch as it connect- 
ed good works with spiritual self improve- 
ment. 


Upon whom would this spirituality of good 


works be focused? For the most part, upon 
the newly arrived thousands who flocked to 
the cities in the wake of the Industrial 
Revolutions. The great industrial liftoff can be 
dated from the 1780s. This coincided with a 
similar development of human sensibility and 
spiritual fervor. 


It manifested itself in agitation against slave 
trading, a campaign against hanging for theft 
and ferocious game laws. The new “good 
works-spiritual consciousness” woke up the 
middle and upper classes to the sufferings of 
deprived sections of the population. 


THE POOR had always been with them. 
But their misery had not always been 
sufficiently noticed. Chimney sweeps in 
London had hired “climbing boys” since the 
end of the Middle Ages. But not until the end 


of the 18th century do we hear of a crying - 


need to abolish this abuse. 


It was industrialization that made the 
dreadful sufferings of the poor: both visible, 
and, for a time, unavoidable. The European 
world of the 18th century was unbelievably 
poor. Most people spent what little money 
they had on food, which usually did not not 
include fresh meat. 


Most poverty had been concealed in the 
countryside. The Industrial Revolution 
brought the poor and their suffering to the 
factories and cities. Such concentrations of 
misery could not escape the attention of the 
better-off people, and eventually touched 
their humanitarian feelings and solicited the 
good works already motivated by their 
spirituality. 


ODD AS IT may seem, the poor were 


really better off in many ways than they had 
been in the countryside. They found shorter 
working hours, better working conditions and

ful, useful, and sweet is a good neighborhood. 


What makes the difference between a 
“good” and a “deteriorating” neighborhood? 
It appears to be something spiritual, above all 
the presence or absence of a spirit of self- 
respect, self-worth, and fellow feeling. It 
appears, as well, to depend upon the level of 
social, economic, and other skills of its 
citizens. 


Neighbors whose imagination, intelligence, 
and hands are alive with skills are a boon: 
neighbors bereft of such qualities, by their 
empty and unproductive living, contribute 
less that is creative and upbeat. To develop 
neighborhood skills is a high social art. 


SOCIAL THEORISTS are learning, 
slowly, that there is such a thing as “cultural 
ecology.” Certain human qualities advance 
the well-being of an environment. A certain 
mastery of elementary skills in home repair 

-and home maintenance, of economic skills, 
and of skills of human interchange, heightens 
the possibilities of human benefit.

The lack of such mastery destroys. 
Cultures vary from one another in their living 
styles: noise, gregariousness, privacy, trust, 
outgoingness, casualness, formality, ges- 
tures, signs, symbols. Learning how to live

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better housing in the cities. They had been 
severly exploited in the countryside. (Just 
‘think of today’s migrant workers and imagine 
how much worse things would be in a 
preindustrial agrarian economy.) 


Yet, while life might have been somewhat 
better for the poor in the cities, it was still a 
degrading grind of hopelessness and despair 
for a large majority. The first response of the 
church to this problem was the apostolate of 
Good Works.

Apostle to the Poor 


He was not always 
noted for his altruism 


_ By Father John J. Castelot 


~ Most Catholics are familiar with the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society, dedicated as it is to 
charitable works. But they do not know much 
about the man in whose honor it was founded 
(by Frederic Ozanam in Paris, 1833). 


The Society reflects the kind of person St. 
Vincent became, for he was not always 
conspicuous for his altruism. He began as a 
peasant, became a well-to-do and self-serving 
cleric, and ended as an apostle of charity to 
the poor people from whom he had sprung. 


HE WAS BORN in a little village, Pouy, 
now remamed in his honor, in April, 1581. His 
parents, who had seven children, worked a 
small farm. The father, however, realized that 
Vincent was temperamentally and intellect- 
tually equipped to profit from formal 
education. 


He enrolled him in the school of the 
Franciscan Recollects at Dax. Vincent 
finished his studies at the University of 
Toulouse and was ordained a priest in 1600. 


This was a rather heady situation for a boy 
who had known little of this world and its 
comforts, and he reacted by seeking out all 
the lucrative benefices available to him. In 


short order he was a chaplain to Queen 
Marguerite of Valois, beneficiary of a small 
abbey, pastor of the parish of Clichy, near 
Paris, and providentially, chaplain to the 
devout and influential family of Count 
Philippe-Emmanuel de Gondi, who was, 
among other things, general of the French 


galleys. 


IN PARIS he met the saintly priest, later - 


_ cardinal, Peter de Berulle. This extraordinary 
man of prayer discerned something unusual 
about Vincent and persuaded him to tutor the 
children of the de Gondi family. Madame de 
Gondi was strangely drawn to the young 
priest and asked him to be her confessor and 
spiritual director. 


The family had extensive holdings, with 
peasant families working their estates. Life for 
Vincent, however, was not so serene as 
appeared on the surface. Beginning about 
1611 he suffered temptations against faith 
which lasted several years. 


In 1617, while he was at the de Gondiestate 
in Folleyville, he was summoned to the 
deathbed of a peasant. The man revealed to 
Vincent and subsequently to others that all 
his former confessions had been sacrile- 
gious and that, but for Vincent, he would have 
entered eternal life in this sad state. 


Msgr. Geno Baroni 
A seeker after justice

Msgr. Geno Baroni, a priest of the 
Archdiocese of Washington, D.C., and a 
long-time activist and national leader in urban 
neighborhood affairs, was appointed by 
President Carter in 1977 to be assistant 
secretary for neighborhoods, non-govern- 
mental associations and consumer protection 
in the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 3 


" He holds the highest office ever accordeda 
Catholic priest in the United’ States govern- 
ment. x 


He brings to his- position an unusual 
understanding of those in our society who are 
poor in any way—economically, psycho- 
logically or by reason of racial or religious 
prejudice. 


HE HAS SAID, “I’ve been part of the 


group of people who have been raising the 
issues on the outside. In a sense, I bring the 
issues inside. It doesn’t mean that, because I 
can raise the questions, that I know the 


“answers.” 


He wants his office to help train commun- 
ity groups in collective action and to help 
these groups work with local government. 
These are his answers. Above all, he 
advocates a climate for cooperation. 


The son of a western Pennsylvania coal 
miner, Msgr. Baroni remembers the ethnic 
heritage of his Italian immigrant parents and 
his lifetime struggle to appropriate the 
richness of that background. He has often 
spoken of the theft of ethnic heritages which 
has happened in our society through the 
belief that acculturation was the only way for 
American society to survive. 


He maintains, too, that, “Poverty is a

Humility comes easier after we have had 
some practice of dealing in prayer with 
humiliation. For example, the Spirit thrust 
Jesus out into the desert to dealin prayer with 
the temptations of the evil one (Matthew 4:1- 
10). 


Each of the temptations were an effort of 
Satan to stir pride in Jesus. By resisting the 
temptations of the enemy that Jesus 
pridefully show off, our Lord was prepared by 
the Holy Spirit for the time when his Father 
would demonstrate the humility of his Son to 
the world. 


“NOW THE HOUR has come for the Son 
of Man to be glorified. I tell you...unless a_ 
wheat grain falls on the ground and dies, it 
remains only a single grain; but if it dies it 
yields a rich harvest.” (John 12:23,24) 


From the very beginning of his ministry 
Jesus himself prophesied that if he was lifted 
up (on the cross) he would draw all men to 
himself (John 3:13, 14). 


To share in Jesus’ glory we must be with 
Jesus. This is what our savior prayed for us: 


“FATHER, | want those you have given me 
to be with me where I am, so that they may 
always see the glory you have given to me 
because you loved me.” (John 17:24) 


To be with Jesus, however, means that we 
must go the way in which he went, for Jesus is 
“the Way” (John 14:6). 


God was continously present to the 
Hebrews in the column of fire and in the cloud 
on their way through the desert. Yet, notice 
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how the Lord dealt with his people. 


“REMEMBER how Yahweh your God led 
you for forty years in the wilderness, to 
humble you, to test you and know your 
inmost heart—whether you would keep his 
commandments or not. He humbled you, he 
made you feel hunger.” (Deuteronomy 8:2,3) 


God does not ignore the cry of the humble 
(Psalm 9:12). In fact, God resists the proud 
and gives generously to the humble (James 
4:6). 


That God resists the proud is not the result 
of an arbitrary whim. Since God is all in all 
and since we are totally dependent on God, 
the Lord can do nothing else except resist the 
proud and give his grace to the humble. 


TO BLESS the proud in their pride would 
be to mislead them about the nature of God 
and their relation to God. To bless the proud 
man in his pride would be so basic a lie that it 
would destroy the man. Jesus consecrated 
himself in the truth so that we might be 
consecrated in the truth (John 17:17-19). 


It takes time and practice, however, to 
become accustomed to the fact of our 
dependence on God. The Lord would like to 
overwhelm us with his love but his love is so | 
great that unless we had become familiar with 
the comparison of his greatness to our 
littleness we would be destroyed by the 
comparison (Exodus 20:19). 


We must, therefore, practice making the 
comparison of God’s greatness to our need 
(Exodus 33:18-23). Each time humiliation 
comes sit down to pray through your need in 
the light of God’s greatness. 
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MADAME DE GONDI was horrified and 
frightened; she felt personally responsible for 
the welfare of her people. Vincent, too, was 
shaken, and this was the begining of a 
profound conversion. 


He had:no need of the countess’ urging to 
preach to the people in the church of Folleville 
and he was so successful that he had to call in 
the Jesuits of Amiens to help him hear the 
general confessions. 


He developed an increasing awareness of 
the scandalous state of the French peasantry. 
Meanwhile, at Father de Berulle’s insistance, 
he became pastor of Chatillon-les-Dombes, 
where he effected several spectacular conver- 
sions of fallen Catholics. From there he 
went to Paris, where he was named official 
chaplain to the galley slaves, to whom he 
preached a mission in Bordeaux in 1622. 


THE COUNTESS offered to establish a 
fund for a continuous mission among the 
poor. Vincent was reluctant to take charge, 
but eventually, she had her way. She 
persuaded her husband to help her found a 
group of missioners for the peasants and 
others in country districts. 


The archbishop of Paris gave over the 
College des Bons Enfants for the use of the 
new community and Vincent moved in April, 
1625. 


In 1633, the little company was given the 
priory of St. Lazare, which became their 
headquarters. They are known as Lazarists, 


spiritual problem because it denies what a 
person needs to carry on a creative life.” 


Msgr. Baroni has long advocated pluralism 
which recognizes and fosters cultural 
diversity. He has stood for the kind of peace 
among ethnic groups which does not 
minimize the gifts of any nor repress the 
singularity of “peoples” in order to arrive at 
nationhood. ‘ 


HE ADMITS the stress and rigor of sucha 
position, based on action concurring with 
insight. And he has little patience with 
treadmill theories. Msgr. Baroni has acted 
with neighborhood groups to form coalitions 
on convergent issues that are important to 
them. 


Among the issues have been the promotion 
of urban partnerships between city govern- 


‘ment, community organizations and the 


private sectors of neighborhood revitalization 
programs. He has advocated a type of 
education which, while multi-ethnic in nature, 
assures children of the richness of their own 
identities. 


As executive director of the Office of 
Urban Affairs for the Archdiocese of 
Washington, he founded several nonprofit 


although their official title is Vincentians. 
Their chief work is the giving of missions, but 
they are active in the running of seminaries. 


VINCENT SOUGHT every possible 
means of aiding the poor and distressed, 
whether materially or spiritually. He set up 
groups in each parish to assist the poor and 
the sick, and from this movement there came, 
under the leadership of St. Louise de 
Maurillac, the Sisters of Charity. 


He was responsible for the establishment of 
several hospitals for the sick, foundlings, the 
aged and projected one for galley slaves in 
Marseilles. 


His structured retreats for men who wished 
to become priests grew gradually into a full- 
fledged seminary system, and he was actively 
concerned with the continuous education 
and spiritual formation of the clergy. 


HIS LOVE for God and people became an 
irresistible driving force. Under its impulse he 
accomplished things far beyond his natural 
resources: Nor was opposition lacking. - 


He put up with reversals, disappointments, 
misunderstanding, slander. This he did with 
amazing equanimity, for on his own avowal 
and that of others, he had a bad temper. His 
struggle to control it made him warm, 
considerate, consummately loving. 


His zeal kept pushing till the last, in spite of 
increasingly poor health. Typically, he died, 
not in bed, but seated in his chair, on Sept. 27, 
1660, at age 80. 


housing groups including the Urban Rehabil- 
itation Corporation to rehabilitate housing 
with federal funds.

THIS CENTER has helped channel 
millions of dollars in grants to local communi- 
ties throughout the country.

Baroni was named by Time magazine as one 
of the 200 rising young leaders in the United 
States. He has beercalled “the symbol of the 
neighborhood movement.” 


Msgr, Baroni is a vital, energetic man witha 
fiesty yet gentle disposition. He draws dozens 
of pictures as he explains the configuration of 
some city neighborhood. Washington news- 
paper reporters are fond of pointing out that 
he walks around his office in his stocking feet. 


He has ~-a persistent voice that keeps 
repeating that-society must get its tensions 
out into the open to be mediated and that the 
church must be where humankind is or it is 
nowhere. 


HE WANTS people of different national- 
ities to live together without diminishment of 
ethnic gifts by the interpenetration of 
prejudice and stereotype.

Comeback in Cathol 


The nation’s Catholic schools, 
which faced an uncertain future only 
a few years ago, are in the midst of a 
dramatic turnaround, according to 
U.S. News and World Report. 


Enrollments plummeted nearly 40 
percent in the late 1960s but now 
have stabilized in most areas of the 
U.S. In some localities, there have 
been sharp gains in each of the past 
two years. Many schools, where desks 
stood empty not long ago, now are so 


crowded that no more students can . 


be accepted. 


EDUCATORS SAY the resurgence is 
largely the result of growing dissatis- 
faction over the cost and standards of 
public education. By contrast, 
parochial schools ,are reputed to 
stress such qualities as high acad- 
demic requirements, firm discipline 
and instruction in moral values. 


While there were. 13,484 Catholic 
schools in the 1965-1966 academic 
year, there are now 9,900. Enrollment 
during the same period has dropped 
from 5,481,325 to 3,365,000. During 
the past year, 82 schools closed, 
against 89 the previous year. 


More than half of the country’s 
Catholic schools are located in the top 
20 metropolitan areas, serving in 
large measure .a population that is 
black, Spanish-speaking or Oriental. 
Many parochial students are from 
immigrant and low-income families. 


“WE PROVIDE a necessary alter- 
native to urban children who find that 
public schools don’t give them the 
kind of education they want,” says 
Father Walter M. Wilczek, associate 
superintendent of schools in the 
archdiocese of Chicago. 


As Catholic educators gather for the 
75th National Catholic Educational 
Association convention in St. Louis, 
March 27-30, Father John F. Meyers, 
NCEA president, said parents must 
see a difference between public and 
Catholic education for their children. 


The convention “is going to focus on 
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the quality of the Catholic school 
teachers,” said Father Meyers. The 
differences are spiritual as well as 
academic, he added. 


“1 THINK the basic issue really is: 
Do we have good Catholic schools or 
don’t we?” said Father Meyers. “If we 
have good Catholic schools that are 
distinctive, people will support. them, 
and the key to having good, distinctive 
schools is the teacher.” 


The search for quality education is 


generally the reason given by parents 


for their willingness to pay annual 
student tuition fees averaging $250 
for elementary schools and $700 for 
secondary schools, said U.S. News in 
a recent report. 

Many of the newer students are 
non-Catholics who want quality 
education but cannot afford the 
higher costs of tuition at private, 
nonsectarian schools. As a result, as 
many as 70 percent of the pupils at 
some schools come from non- 
Catholic families. 


“WE DON’T EVEN pretend to meet 
the demand we get from parents,” 
says Msgr. John A. Mihan, superin- 
tendent of elementary schools for the 
Los Angeles archdiocese. 

Catholic schools went into steep 
decline after 1967, when.the enroll- 
ment had reached 6 million students. 
Some 2.7 million students left, and by 
1977 a third of the church’s schools 
across the nation had closed or 
merged. 


The fall-off was attributed to lower 
birth rates, inflation, the movement of 
many Catholics to suburban areas, 
and changing attitudes toward the 
church. 


AT THE SAME TIME, parochial 
schools operated by Jews, Lutherans, 
Seventh-Day Adventists and others 
were being opened. 


The changes, according to Father 


Patrick Farrell, education director of 
the U.S. Catholic Conference, forced

Although many educators view the 
resurgence of Catholic schools as a 
promising sign, they also note some 
difficulties ahead. 


ONE CONTINUING problem is 
maintaining adequate financial 
support. Virtually all Catholic schools 
operate ata deficit, with local 
parishes providing funds to cover 
expenses not paid by tuitions. 


In.some parishes, more than half 
the budget is paid by church fees, and 
there are doubts that such economic 
aid can continue. - 


Now, efforts at saving money have 
been accelerated. Many Catholic 
schools are still housed in old 
buildings with aged furniture, and 
textbooks are recycled each year. 


CHURCH OFFICIALS are pressing 
hard for increased federal aid to 
parochial schools, in the form of 
tuition tax credits or outright direct 
payments to schools. 


Questions of funding Catholic 
schools and tax credits for parents are 
secondary to the question of quality 
Catholic schools,-Father Meyers 
believes. 


“Unless we have quality schools, 
the money issue is a non-issue. 


There’s.no use in supporting schools ~ 


that are exactly the same as public 
schools.”
